which we have been maintaining oovert contact. 

3* Prior to departure overseas, Subjcot vas given training and 
brieflnr about his duties and activities by a Headquarters staff 
officer. He departed for London, England, approximately 19 November 1952 
where ho worked regular hours In an office and was under the super* 
vision and control of *1Z 3 C * 5 ® officer* Subject departed from 
London for Comany on 8 June 1953 where he stayed till JO September 1953* 
He carried out hlo duties under supervision of aJZ Tease officer 
and kept regular office hours. Cn 6 October 1953 he returned to the 
United States end until October 195b stayed in bashing ton, L* C» where 
under the supervision of a Headquarters case officer Subject was 
working on a research project and translations in a safehouse*
